Roberts 
Gets Nod 
For Court 

Conservative federal judge 
tapped to replace O’Connor 

WASHINGTON I President Bush chose federal 
appeals court judge John G. Roberts Jr. on 
Tuesday as his first nominee for the Supreme 
Court, selecting a rock-solid conservative who 
has won broad support from both parties but 
still faces what could be a contentious battle 
over the direction of the nation’s highest court. 

Bush announced his choice with a flour- 
ish in a nationally broad- 
cast speech to the nation. 

His selection of Roberts 
was somewhat of a surprise 
since there had been some 
expectations that he would 
replace retiring Justice 
Sandra Day O’Connor 
with a woman or minority. 

Advocacy groups on the right say that 
Roberts, a 50-year-old native of Buffalo, 
N.Y., who attended Harvard Law School, is 
a bright judge with strong conservative cre- 
dentials he burnished in the administrations 
of former Presidents Bush and Reagan. 

Liberal groups, however, say Roberts has 
taken positions in cases involving free speech 
and religious liberty that endanger those rights. 
Abortion rights groups allege that Roberts 
is hostile to women’s reproductive freedom 
and cite a brief he co-wrote in 1990 that 
suggested the Supreme Court overturn Roe 
v. Wade, the landmark 1973 high court deci-

Senate Preps for Hearings 


Bush s Supreme Court 
nominee is likely to 
testify in late summer 

WASHINGTON I Within minutes of 
the announcement that President 
Bush had selected a Supreme Court 
nominee, the Republican-controlled 
Senate began preparing for a late 
summer confirmation struggle. 

Confirmation hearings before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
are expected to begin in late August 
or early September, Republicans 
said, with an eye toward getting 
Bush’s nominee confirmed before 
the Supreme Court opens its fall 
term Oct. 3. 

“It’s important that we have a 
nominee confirmed by then,” said 
Sen. Norm Coleman, R-Minn. 
“We’ll have time to do that.” 

Judiciary Committee Chairman 
Arlen Specter, R-Pa., met with the 
White House officials Monday. In 
preparation for the hearings, the 
committee will conduct its own vet- 
ting ofthe nominee while lawmakers 


are on a monthlong August recess. 

Committee aides have said they 
need three to six

Court Hears ‘Enemy Combatant’ Appeal 


RICHMOND, VA. I A lawyer for Jose 
Padilla, an American accused of 
plotting to detonate a radioac- 
tive “dirty bomb,” went before 
a federal appeals court Tuesday 
and demanded the U.S. govern- 
ment either charge his client with 
a crime or set him free. 

But a Bush administration law- 


yer told the court that the president 
must have authority to indefinitely 
detain suspected terrorists who come 
to the U.S. intent on killing civilians. 

Padilla, a former Chicago gang 
member and Muslim convert sus- 
pected of being an al Qaeda opera- 
tive, was seized in 2002 after flying 
from Pakistan to Chicago on what 


authorities said was a scouting mis- 
sion for a plot to set off a bomb laced 
with radioactive material. Padilla 
also is suspected of planning to blow 
up apartment buildings in several cit- 
ies by filling them with natural gas. 

President Bush declared Padilla 
an “enemy combatant,” a designation 
that allows the military to hold some- 
one without charges. Padilla is in 
the Navy brig in Charleston, S.C. (ap)

Group Adds Bases 
To Closings List 


Commissions changes 
include installations 
in Va., the District 

WASHINGTON I The base-closing 
commission voted Tuesday to add 
a handful of military facilities in 
eight states and the nation’s capi- 
tal to the hundreds that Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld 
wants to close or shrink. 

The Navy Broadway Complex in 
San Diego and the Naval Air Station 
in Brunswick, Maine, now are on 
the list of installations to be closed. 
Under the commission’s actions, the 
Naval Master Jet Base at the Naval 
Air Station Oceana in Virginia 
and Pope Air Force Base in North 
Carolina could see even more force 
reductions than the Pentagon pro- 
posed or could be shut down. 

Even small facilities were not 


immune. With an eye on possibly 
merging administrative, education 
and medical services, the commis- 
sion voted to include several small 
installations in Colorado, Ohio, 
Indiana, California, Virginia and 
Washington, D.C., for consideration. 

“This commis- 
sion knows what 
it is talking about 
and is not a rubber 
stamp,” commis- 
sion Chairman 
Anthony Principi 
said after the vote, 
reacting to con- 
gressional fears the group would 
simply sign off on Rumsfeld’s list. 

By adding bases to the list, the 
commission gave itself more flex- 
ibility to change what the Pentagon 
proposed as it considers reworking 
the domestic base network to better 
suit today’s defense needs, (ap)

Hamster With 
Virus Traced to

TOLEDO, OHIO I A pet hamster 
blamed for spreading a virus that 
killed three transplant patients in 
April has been traced to an Ohio dis- 
tribution center that supplies ham- 
sters to pet stores throughout the 
East Coast, officials said Tuesday.

Insurgents assassinate 
officials involved with 
new Iraqi constitution 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Gunmen assassi- 
nated two Sunni Arabs involved in 
the drafting of Iraq’s constitution 
Tuesday, another blow to U.S. and 
Iraqi efforts to draw members of 
the disaffected community away 
from the insurgency and into the 
political process. 

Mijbil Issa, a committee mem- 
ber, Dhamin Hussein al-Obeidi, 
an adviser to the group, and their 
bodyguard died in a hail of gun- 
fire from two vehicles as they left a 
restaurant in Baghdad’s Karradah 
district, police said. 

Issa, a prominent lawyer, was 
among 15 Sunni Arabs appointed 
last month to the 55 -member con- 
stitutional committee — made up 
mostly of Shiites and Kurds — to 


give the Sunni minority a greater 
voice in building a new Iraq. Ten 
other Sunnis, including al-Obeidi, 
were named as advisers to the com- 
mittee. 

Insurgents had threatened 


Sunnis who help draft the consti- 
tution, and two committee mem- 
bers resigned earlier because they 
feared for their lives. Issa was the 
first to be assassinated.

Emily Set to Lash Mexico Coast Anew 


LA PESCA, MEXICO I Hurricane Emily 
gathered strength and began lashing 
Mexico’s coastline with wind and 
rain Tuesday, forcing thousands in 
northeastern Mexico and southern 
Texas to seek higher ground. 

The hurricane’s eye was likely to 
come ashore early Wednesday near 
this small fishing village popular 
with Mexican and U.S. tourists. 


Residents rushed to nail ply- 
wood boards over windows and 
doors, while Mexican army trucks 
roamed the streets collecting evac- 
uees laden with suitcases. 

The town was among at least

Emily hit the Yucatan Peninsula 
on Monday as a fierce Category 4 
storm. Hundreds of local residents 
were left homeless, but no deaths or 
major injuries were reported. 

The storm weakened during the 
rampage but once back out to sea it 
strengthened to a Category 2 hur- 
ricane, packing sustained winds of 
100 mph Tuesday afternoon, (ap)

Explosion 
Kills 14 in 
Chechnya 

Separatist insurgents 
lure security forces 
to site of bomb attack 

ROSTOV-ON-DON, RUSSIA I 

Insurgents set off a bomb Tuesday 
near a police minibus in breakaway 
Chechnya after luring the security 
forces into a trap, killing 14 people, 
including two children, and wound- 
ing more than 20 others, regional 
officials said. 

The attackers set the trap by fir- 
ing at a corpse left in a stolen police 
jeep to make the Interior Ministry 
troops believe a gun attack was 
taking place and get them to go 
to the scene, said the head of the 
Chechen Security Council, Rudnik 
Dudayev. 

Chechnya’s Moscow-backed 
President Alu Alkhanov said 14 
people had died and more than 20 
others were wounded in the attack 
in the village of Znamenskoye, the 
Interfax news agency reported. 

The attack occurred in an area of 
Chechnya under firm Russian con- 
trol, again showing Moscow’s inabil- 
ity to end the decade-long separatist 
insurgency, sergei venyavsky (ap)

Company aims to save 
$1.9B a year after cuts, 
retirement changes 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. I Computer and 
printer maker Hewlett-Packard 
Co. said Tuesday it will cut 14,500 
jobs and overhaul its retirement 
program in a restructuring plan 
designed to save $1.9 billion annu- 
ally and bring costs closer to those 
of competitors. 

The cuts — about 10 percent of 
its global work force of 150,000 — 
will occur over the next 18 months. 
Most will affect support jobs such 


as information technology, human 
resources and finance. HP now 
has about 58,000 workers in the 
U.S., including 9,000 in the San 
Francisco Bay area. 

As part of the retirement over- 
haul, HP said that beginning in 
January, it will freeze the pen- 
sion and retiree medical-program 
benefits of current employees 
who do not meet defined criteria 
based on age and years of com- 
pany service. Instead, HP plans 
to boost its matching contribu- 
tion to most employees’ 40l(k) 
plans to 6 percent from 4 percent.

ROAD TEST I Agnosia is a rare men- 
tal disability whose sufferers can- 
not distinguish objects — hens from 
hammers, dollars from doughnuts, 
that sort of thing. The car market 
suffers a wicked case. 

Under the category of “sport 
wagons,” you will find vehicles 
such as the Toyota RAV4, Lexus 
RX 330, Buick Rendezvous, Ford 
Escape and Hyundai Santa Fe; all 
lack both sport and wagon-ness. 
If these are sport wagons, what do 
you call the BMW 325xi wagon, the 
Audi A4 and A6 Avant or the com- 
ing-soon Saab 9-3 SportCombi? 


A proper sport wagon starts life 
as a sport sedan and then grows a 
cargo hold. Consider the Jaguar X- 
Type Sportwagon, a variant of the 


X-Type sedan. It has a compact, 
European feel, a clutch-purse ele- 
gance. To shore up its Coventry cat 
credentials, it retains the full com- 


plement of Jaguar cues, including 
lots of brightwork around the win- 
dows, grille and bumpers, as well as 
the fluted hood, quad headlamps 
and a big leaper hood ornament. The 
car is virtually identical to the sedan 
from the nose to the rear doors. The 
rising shoulder line, blacked out roof 
pillars and bowed roof line all help 
visually lower the car’s rear quarter 
for a rakish effect. 

Powered by a 3.0 -liter, 227- 
horsepower V6, a five -speed auto- 
matic and full-time all-wheel drive, 
the Sportwagon is agreeably com- 
petent when driven hard, but it feels 
its weight.

Is it OK to slightly over-inflate tires 
since they’ll gradually lose pres- 
sure anyway? 

Depends. Do you value your safe- 
ty? If you do, don’t do it. If you don’t 
care about safety, have at it. 

I’ve been out of the country for two 
years. I would like to know what I 
should do for my 1994 Volvo and 
1989 Chevy Silverado, which have 
been used sparingly for the past 
couple of years. Besides changing 
the oil, are there any other mainte- 
nance tasks I should perform? 

All the fluids should be changed, 
fuel will probably be nasty and both 
vehicles should have a thorough 
safety inspection. 

I have a 1999 Honda CRV with 
about 30,000 miles. Recently a 
friend said I should have the tim- 
ing belt changed because it’s 
reaching the end of its five- to six- 


year life span. Given the low mile- 
age on the vehicle (well below the 
60,000 Honda says the belt will 
last), should I go ahead and change 
the belt or wait until it’s nearer the 
recommended mileage? 

Change the belt! You’re courting 
disaster. Timing belts are based on 
time or mileage, whichever comes 
first. Hondas have interference 
engines, so if your tired old belt 
breaks or slips, it will cost hun- 
dreds to thousands to correct the 
damage. 

Recently, when I turn on my air 
conditioning and then step on 
the gas pedal, my car will make a 
squealing noise. 

Check the belt tension and 
belt condition. If your car uses an 
automatic belt tensioner to main- 
tain proper belt tension, check the 
tensioner. 

On a recent trip to the dealer, I was 
told that I should get fuel induction 
service on my car, as they’d noticed 
it sometimes hesitates when accel- 
erating. I have a Volkswagen with 
about 55,000 miles on it. Is it nor- 
mal to need this service? 

Most cars require some form 
of induction service every 30,000 
to 50,000 miles, with or without 
symptoms.

DEBUT I Get ready for Full Frontal 
Empire. 

That’s the sort of description crit- 
ics are kicking around for HBO’s 
big-money, 12 -hour series “Rome,” 
launching its weekly episodes Aug. 
28. Yes, this lavish location produc- 
tion vividly illustrates the rise of 
Julius Caesar, and yes, it charts the 
class warfare behind the decline of 
democracy and rise of empire, and 
yes, it’s historically authentic, blah 
blah blah. 

It’s also in-your-face with 
full-frontal nudity, battle brutal- 
ity, whippings, crucifixions and 
blood- drenched pagan rituals. In 
other words: enough debauchery 
to make Cecil B. DeMille’s old- 
Hollywood Sodom wallows seem 
positively preschool. 

“Rome” is a linchpin in HBO’s 
bid to reclaim water- cooler cool, 
at a time when the channel hears 
industry whispers that it’s slipping 
in quality and Zeitgeist status. 

Critics’ reaction to early epi- 
sodes of “Rome” previewed here 


was lukewarm, most critics find- 
ing it an expectedly extravagant 
costume epic boasting artsy British 
accents and historical context but 
not much dramatic momentum. 

HBO’s other big push was for 
the comedy series “Extras,” pre- 
miering Sept. 25. The BBC co-pro- 
duction won fans for its depiction 
of the desperation behind low-paid 
movie extra work, but the favorable 


feelings sometimes seemed gener- 
ated by good will for star- creator 
Ricky Gervais, widely beloved for 
his BBC satire “The Office.” 

Hollywood is even in the title 
of HBO’s Aug. 13 documentary “A 
Father, a Son ... Once Upon a Time 
in Hollywood.” But subjects Kirk 
and Michael Douglas won over crit- 
ics with their openness and obvi- 
ous love, conveyed in director Lee 


Grant’s conversational portrait and 
in their press tour Q&A session. 

And, shock of shocks, “The 
Sopranos” came up. HBO’s flag- 
ship drama will debut its sixth sea- 
son in March. Albrecht told critics 
nothing is signed beyond that, but 
he said he believes creator David 
Chase “feels like there’s more to tell 
than what he’s got planned for this

with teens, has Seth, a comic-book 
loving nerd played by actor Adam 
Brody. Bands such as Weezer also 


feed off the dork image, complete 
with horn-rimmed glasses and a 
song about being OK with not fitting 


the Beverly Hills mold. “Napoleon 
Dynamite” has a fan club; its Web 
site claims 150,000 members. 

And, increasingly, people are 
parading around in shirts that say 
“Dork Pride! ” among other things. 
Such items have gotten so popular 
that CafePress.com, an online mer- 
chandiser, has created a special cat- 
egory for shirts and other items cel- 
ebrating geeks, dorks and nerds. 

Philip Kaplan, the 29 -year- old 
founder of the startup online ad 
company AdBrite finds the whole 
phenomenon amusing. 

“In high school, I didn’t go 
to parties. I didn’t have a lot of 
friends,” said Kaplan, who lives 
in San Francisco and also created 
a tongue-in-cheek Web site that 
chronicled the dot-com bust. 

“Now all the people from high 
school are asking me if I have a job 
for them. So I guess it wasn’t so bad 
to be a dork,” he said. 

People who track youth trends 
have noticed the shift in attitude, 
too. 

“It feels like, for a while there, we 
were hearing so much about bully- 
ing in schools — and this is almost 
a time for the geeks to stand up for 
themselves,” said Schuyler Brown, 
a trendspotter for advertising 
and marketing firm Euro RSCG.

Hollywood teams up 
with pharmaceutical 
makers to hawk meds 

Like millions of women going 
through menopause, actress Cheryl 
Ladd quit taking hormone pills after 
research showed risks of breast can- 
cer, stroke and heart attack. 

But after months of horrible 
hot flashes and disrupted sleep, 
the star of the 1970s TV series 
“Charlie’s Angels” says she was 
so miserable, she resumed taking 
a hormone drug after consulting her 
doctor. Now she’s doing ads urging 
women to talk to their doctors or 
visit a Web site. 

The site is sponsored by Wyeth, 
maker of leading hormone replace- 
ment pills Prempro and Premarin, 


and Wyeth’s logo appears in the 
TV ad. Ladd’s subtle promotion 
is the latest twist in the 7-year- old 
practice of celebrities promoting 
drugs, whether they use them or 
not: Rather than pitch a specific 
medicine, the celebrities make you 
“aware” of suffering you might have 
overlooked and usually point you 
to a Web site sponsored by a com- 
pany selling a treatment for that 
condition. 

Such ads don’t have to mention 
any drug risks. 

From sports figures like Jack 
Nicklaus to movie stars like 
Sylvester Stallone, dozens of 
famous people have been on TV in 
recent years urging consumers to 
ask their doctors for specific pre- 
scription drugs. 

Now, more of those celebrities 
want to make you “aware” of prob- 
lems you might not know about or 
even have. Experts say the shift is 
because of concerns over medication 


safety and criticism from medical 
and consumer groups that ads mini- 
mize drug risks. They also point to 
talk in Congress about new regula- 
tions, possibly banning consumer 


ads until a drug has been on sale 
for a year, allowing time for rare 
side effects to emerge. 

“Definitely there has been an 
increase in spending” on disease 


awareness ads this year, said Stu 
Klein, president of Quantum, a 
health care advertising company 
in Parsippany, N.J. “What 2005 
will probably show is that per- 
centage going up.” 

Ad spending monitor TNS Media 
notes consumer drug ad spending, 
which totaled $4.4 billion in 2004, 
actually dipped 1.5 percent in the 
first five months of this year, com- 
pared to that period last year — the 
first time it hasn’t gone up. But the 
percentage of disease awareness ads 
that don’t mention a specific product 
doubled to 4.6 percent of all network 
TV drug ads from January through 
April, said TNS research director 
Jon Swallen. 

Ladd, 53, said she is proud to be 
part of the campaign. Two ads she 
filmed that point viewers to Wyeth’s 
www.TalkToYourDoctor.com 
will run on news and other pro- 
grams favored by older women.

Oppressions 

I HAVE A VERY DEMANDING school 
and work schedule, but I generally 
manage to complete projects satis- 
factorily. Unfortunately, when I face 
a big deadline, unconscious anxiety 
ruins my sleep. I wake up in the mid- 
dle of the night and can’t go back to 
sleep for hours. Once this starts, my 
sleep pattern gets confused, and I 
can go for a week or more with only 
a few hours of sleep each night. 
Often my body gets worn down and 
I get sick. I know I shouldn’t worry 
about these upcoming projects, as 
I always do fine. How can I conquer 
my unconscious anxieties so that I 
can sleep? - sleepless in Washington 
This is a classic example of 
how psychology can affect physi- 
ology. You’ve developed a pattern 
in which your cognitions create 
anxiety, which leads to arousal — 
increased heart rate, faster, shal- 
lower breathing, and muscle ten- 
sion. Those attributes were great 
for cavemen fighting mastadons, 
but not so great when you need a 
full night’s rest for a presentation 
on poll numbers. If the cheesy 
title won’t keep you up at night, 
“Say Good Night to Insomnia” by 
Gregg Jacobs, Ph.D., contains a 
do-it-yourself program to take a 
bite out of this pattern. For more 


direct support and guidance, work- 
ing with a cognitive -behavioral 
therapist would be a big help. 

My boyfriend and I broke up after 
four years together because he just 
didn’t want to do anything fun, he 
complained about my friends, and 
we had sex, like, once every two 
months. But despite all that, he’s a 
good person. I finally had enough 
and moved out. For the two years 
we were apart we remained friends.

In this case, running out of 
patience is a good thing.
